PRAGUE, Jan. 39 (TJFD. — Gus- 
tav Husak, First Secretary of Cze- 
choslovakia’s Communist party, 
has sacrificed several supporters 
in a gamble to win better long- 
term chances for his policy goals, 
informed party sources said today, 

The sources implied that despite 
a purge yesterday of the last of 
liberal politicians identified with 
1969 reforms, Czechoslovakia is 
not yet in the hands of Stalinists 
because the more moderate Mr. 
Husak remains very much in con- 
trol. 

Mr. Husak allowed three farmer 
reformers, who could be counted 
on to back his policy against 
more conservative hardliners, to 
be dropped from the party’s li- 
man Presidium. They were Slovak 
party leader Stefan Sadavsky, Pre- 
mier Oldrich Cemlk and trade 
unions chairman Karel Polacek. 


Into the Presidium 


In exchange, into the Presidium 
moved two men regarded as hard- 
liners — Antonin Kapek. first secre- 
tary of the Prague party commit- 
tee, and Jazef Lenar t, premier 
under Stalinist dictator Antonin 
Novotny. 

The third new Presidium mem- 
ber. Josef Korea k. former chair- 
man of the Czech National Front, 
is considered to be a Husak man. 

The sources said that despite 
a more conservative Presidium 
Mr. Husak gained in the long run 
through the shift of hardliner 
Lubomlr strougal from the chair- 
manship of the powerful Czech 
Bureau of the party to the pre- 
miership jof the government. - 
Under Mr. Husak, the ' party' has 
taken more and more control of 
Czechoslovak life and has return- 
ed the government to Its pre- 
reform era role Of being only the 
executor of party policy. 

By naming Josef Kempny to Mr. 
Strougal's post as head of the 
Czech Bureau. Mr. Husak got his 
own man Into the post and achiev- 
ed a firmer grip on the Czech 
wing of the party, where his 
strength had been weakest, the 
sources said 
The Czech-speaking region, con- 
taining ten million of Czecho- 
slovakia's 14 million people, is the 
most important area for a party 
leader wanting to remain In power 
for any length of time, they said. 

No Politicians Arrested 
Mr. Husnk's ability to control the 
Interior Ministry, which runs the 
secret police. al3o will prove critical 
for his apparent goals of avoiding 
massive political show trials for 
ihe ousted reformers, the sources 
said.

Servan-Schreiber’s Image of youth- 
ful reform into the party and the 
entire French left. ' For ' a once- 
mighty anticlerical party that 
recently has .been near, its . last 
gasps, it should be an Interesting 
role. 

Quitting L’Express 
Mr. Servan-Schreiber. who an- 
nounced that he would resign his 
positions at I/Express, said last 
night that, “generally speaking, 
think we can say that starting 
tomorrow the Radical party will 
be well to the left of the Socialist 
party.” 

He said that neither he nor Mr. 
Faure would cede on a single one 
of their proposed reforms. The 
reforms include some revolutionary 
concepts, including an end to busi- 
ness Inheritances. Tampering with 
Inheritance laws, Zes droits de suc- 
cession. has always been political 
dynamite in Prance. 

For Mr. Servan-Schreiber, glam- 
orous newspaperman, sometime pol- 
itician and outspoken admirer of 
the Kennedys. the manifesto was 
the fruit of 100 days of work. The 
style Is the same that he showed 
in his book “Le D6fi Amtrlcain, 1 
but the language is considerably 
more reformist. 

His expressed tactic is to take 
the remnants of the party that 
dominated French politics from 
1900 mi 1940 and to turn It Into 
nucleus for a leftist force that 
can successfully oust the Gaullists 
from power. Most observers were 
saying today that the lessons of 
French political history were 
against Mr. Servan-Schreiber. 

The essential of the manifesto 
calls for a curious blend of the con- 
servative and liberal. Homage is 
paid to free enterprise, which will 
please the party rank and file, but 
then the manifesto claims that pri- 
vate industry must be deprived of 
Its influence ov*-* the society. 
Guaranteed Income 
The Radicals propose an end to 
government aid to private busi- 
ness; an end to the right for busi- 
ness to be inherited; institution of 
guaranteed annual Income; re- 
form of education on all levels and 
the "redistribution of power 1 ' from 
the ruling to the working classes. 

For the moment, however, ob- 
servers felt the importance was not 
much the new philosophy as the 
fact that the Radicals were— per- 
haps In desperation — changing 
philosophy. The Radicals, while 
dominating the Third Republic and 
important in the Fourth, had slip- 
ped to a mere IS deputies under 
the Gaullists' Fifth Republic. 

For both Mr. Servan-Schreiber 
and the Radicals it has been call- 
a marriage of convenience. The 
former needed troops an the lat- 
ter a general. The political reputa- 
tions of both had waned, the for- 
mer following an election loss in 
1965. the latter because of their 
steady loss of deputies. 

The Radical party had no image 
among the young French elec- 
torate. 

It is questionable whether Mr. 
Servan-Schreiber’s political sex-ap- 
peal will be enough to help the 
Radicals and the French left. 
French politics have been in a 
state of flux since the departure 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle, with 
new alliances being formed and 
broken, but the left has so far 
showed few signs of recovery. 
Majority Alliance 
The Gaullists 1 alliance with the 
main centrist group— the some 30 
deputies of Agriculture Minister 
Jacques Duhamel — eliminated one 
potential ally for the Radicals. 
What the French call the /ait 
maioritafre— the alliance of G&ul- 
Ilsts. centrists and Giscardlans — 
gained control of 376 Assembly 
seats out of 461, and made it neces- 
'. as one observer said, “to either 
them or mark our distance.” 
Despite currents within the Radi- 
party that would be happier 
the centrists than to the left 
the Socialists, the Radical Lead- 
ership has now marked its distance. 
Whether Mr. Servan-Schreiber 
Mr. Faure can convince the 
rank and file at next month's party 
congress is not known. Said Mr. 
Servan-Schreiber last night, “Mau- 
Faure is considerably more op- 
timistic than L” 

One main topic of conversation 
the congress is sure to be the 
Radicals' new relation with the 
Communist party. The non-Com- 
munist left appears to be moving 
back toward some kind of alliance 
with the Communists, despite the 
paradox often expressed by tbe 
Socialists, "We can't win with them 
and we can't win without them. 

The Servan-Schreiber approach 
will try to do for the left with 
reform what alliances did not 
The manifesto offers something to 
attract everyone: the young are 
promised education as they want 
it; the old are promised tax 
schemes for tbe “over 40s"; the 
workers are promised a guaranteed 
Income and the capitalists free 
enterprise. 

First, however, Mr. Servan- 
Schreiber must be accepted by his 
own party. It may be hard. As 
one man close to the Radicals said 
referring to their tradition of 
bonhomie and a good snort after 
dinner, “Jean-Jacques is the kind 
guy who drinks tea alter 
dinner."

Accuses TWA of

NEW YORK Jan. 29 (UPD.—

— More 
than half of the French public 
thinks the government should halt 
arms deliveries to all Middle East 
countries, an opinion poll publish- 
ed here today said. 

The Middle East policy of Pres- 
ident Georges Pompidou's govern- 
ment was the only major aspect 
of French foreign affairs with 
which the majority disagreed. 

According to the poll. 49 per- 
cent were against the policy under 
which France wamtjirx; a total 
arms embargo ou Israel and re- 
cently led to controversy over the 
government's decision to sell 100 
military aircraft to Libya. Only 
17 percent approved. 

The poll, which posed a total of 
19 questions, showed that 55 per- 
cent of Frenchmen considered 
France should sell arms to no 

country in the Middle East, while 
29 percent thought is should sell 
to an of them without distinction. 

Only 3 percent wanted France to 
sen arms to Israel alone, and 1 per- 
cent to Arab countries alone.

“Even if I were (going to resign 
soon]. 1 couldn't say yes or no ” he 
■add , “it's a matter involving gov- 
ernments” and should be announced 
officially, he added. Asked If It 
were likely that he would begin a 
new career soon, however, he said 
it was. 

I'm Interested’ 

Although he asserted that as 
long as he is ambassador Tm not 
a candidate for anything else,' 
he said this position "jibes very 
easHy” with political efforts on his 
behalf by Borne Maryland Demo- 
crats. ' Tm Interested, obviously, 
in what’s happening in Maryland,” 
he said. "I always have been." 

Mr. Shriver was bom In Mary- 
land but spent most of his life 
elsewhere until 1961, when he 
headed the Peace Corps and lived 
in Montgomery County. Whether 
he could meet Maryland 's resi- 
dence requirements for guber- 
natorial candidates has been ques- 
tioned by Democrats opposed to 
his candidacy.

“although most .reputable historians have said It was 
reasonably accurate. Actually the underlying resentment 
was that a white man had .written a highly successful book 
about a black at a time when Macks were trying to rediscover 
their own past" 

'Severed Their Ties*

Mailer Found Yippies 9 Plan 
For Chicago ‘ Beautiful ’

CHICAGO. Jan. 29 (NYT). — 
"WowL” aiiri Norman Mailer when 
he first heard the Ylppie strategy 
for the 1968 Democratic National 
Convention here. 

Testifying at toe Chicago con- 
spiracy trial' Tuesday. Mr. Mailer 
said he had been "overcome by 
the. audacity of the idea” when 
Jerry Rubin told bim of his plans 
for a “festival of life” during the 
convention. 

“It’s a beautiful and fright enin g 
idea," Mr. Mailer said he told Mr. 
Rubin in December of 1967. "You're 
a brave man.” 

The Pulitzer Prize-winning 
author testified that he was in- 
terviewing Mr. Rubin — one of the 
seven defendants in this trial — 
about the 1967 march on toe 
Pentagon when Mr. Rubin began 
touring shout his plans for Chi- 
cago. 

As Mr. Mailer recalled it, Mr. 
Rubin said he was planning to 
bring 100,000 persons and dozens 
of rock bands to Chicago and that 
toe Ylppie leader believed "toe 
presence of all those people would 
so in timidat e and. terrify the 
establishment ■ that Lyndon John- 
son would have to be n omina ted 
under armed guard.” 

Mr. Mailer said that Mr. Rubin 
explained "the beautiful thing 
about it is we won't have to do 
anything ourselves.” 

“The establishment Is so full of 
guilt they’ll do it all themselves. 
They won’t be able to take It,” he 
Bald. 

In almost an' hour and a half 
on toe witness stand, the author 
of “The- Armies of the Night” and 
"Miami and the Siege of Chicago” 
tried to explain toe •■nuances” of 
toe New .Left as he understood 
them.

N.Y. Schools 
Debate Policy 
On Pregnancy 

Staffs Told to Aid 
In Emergency Births 

By Leonard Buder 
NEW YORK, Jan, 29 (NYT),— 
The Department of Health has 
seat instructions to all New York 
City elementary and secondary 
schools on what to do If a 
pregnant student goes Into labor 
or gives birth while in school 
The action was prompted by the 
school system's new policy. Initiat- 
ed last fall, of encouraging preg- 
nant girls to remain in school 
and continue their education as 
long as possible. 

Last year, the schools reported 
2,487 pregnancies among unmar- 
ried girls in the seventh to 12th 
grades. This was nearly double 
toe figure of eight years ago. 

The distribution of the "emer- 
gency procedures” to schools, which 
has taken place within toe last 
few days, has already stirred cri- 
ticism within the system. 

Abraham H. Lass, principal of 
A bTfl-hawn Lincoln School in 
Brooklyn, said: “The Implications 
of this do-it-yourself manual for 
the amateur, occasional school 
midwife are absolutely terrifying— 
for the pregnant teen-agers in 
school and for the unprepared, 
untrained school personnel who are 
to be assigned to handle the ap- 
parently inevitable emergency 
deliveries in the schools.” 

Nurses Needed 

Maurice Bleifeld, principal of 
Martin Van Buren fft g h School in 
Queens and president of the High 
School Principals Association, said 
he had not yet received toe infor- 
mation from the Health Depart- 
ment. 

.But he Slid that it would appear 
to point up a need— long emphasiz- 
ed by principals — for the assign- 
ment of nurses and medical aides 
to schools on a full-time basis. 

The department suggested that 
principals should designate one or 
two persons in the school to be- 
come familiar with toe emergency 
procedures and that, for possible 
emergency use. "an appropriate 
room with a high table or bench 
should be designated In advance in 
every school having pregnant girls 
in attendance.” 


Experimental Drug Called

Nader. Warns 
Oh Cancerous

ATLANTA. Jan. 29 (UPD.— 
Ralph Nader, consumer crusader, 
said yesterday that from 40 to 100 
percent of all chickens raised in 
the United States are cancerous. 

Mr. Nader told delegates to the 
annual Southeastern Poultry and 
Egg Association a disease identified 
as avian leukosis has reached 
epidemic proportions” in chicken 
flocks throughout America. Little 
time and money is being spent to 
research the leukosis virus.- and 
almost- nothing is being done to 
eliminate It he said. 

Mr. Nader said, while there is no 
Indication the disease can be' trans- 
ferred to man, there is no real 
proof it cannot, either.

The indictments did not identify 
any of the recipient candidates. 
The Justice Department refused 
to TifrTne toe candidat es, except to 
say they came from both parties. 

The ■ two corporations were in- 
dicted under the Corrupt Practices 
Act, which prohibits corporations 
and unions from contributing 
money or ' services to campaigns 
for federal offices. 

They are liable, if convicted, to 
a $10,000 fine for each count. 

American President Lines, of San 
Francisco, was charged with con- 
tributing $&300 in 1966 to candi- 
dates for the House of Representa- 
tives in Maryland, California, New 
York, Florida and Michigan. 

The indictment further accused 
American President of contributing 
$1,500 to senatorial campaigns in 
Washington. Maryland and Cali- 
fornia in 1968, and $500 to a con- 
gressional candidate in Ohio In 
1968. 

Pacific- Far East Lines was 
charged with contributing $2^00 in 
1966 to candidates for the House 
of Representatives in Maryland, 
California, New York, Ohio, Loui- 
siana, Illinois, . Alabama and Michi- 
gan. It also was accused of making 
a tingle $200 contribution on April 
22,- 1966, In connection with House 
elections In all 50 states that year. 

.The indictment did not .say .to 
which national House campaign 
committee that contribution had 
gone.

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Mr. Nixon’s Opportunity 


The vote In the House of Representatives 
Wednesday handily sustaining the Presi- 
dent's veto of the HEW appropriation bill 
vindicates his authority— at least within his 
own party— and affords him an opportunity 
for constructive compromise. A possibility 
of compromise was explicit in Mr. Nixon's 
veto message; and, indeed, that prospect 
undoubtedly had something to do with the 
support be mustered. One area of com- 
promise he suggested concerns removal of 
those provisions adopted by Congress to re- 
quire administration expenditure of all funds 
appropriated for grant-in-aid programs. The 
other area concerns funds for Impacted 
school districts; the President has suggested 
a “no-hardship clause" guaranteeing that no 
school district relying on this form of fed- 
eral aid should have a school budget less 
than 95 percent of what It had In 1969. 

These are shrewd proposals which would 
give the President the essence of wbat he 
wants— flexibility together with an appreci- 
able reduction In expenditures— and which, 
at the same time, would give members of 
Congress a measure of the impact aid money 
so popular In their home communities. In 
all probability, a new appropriation bill will 
he formulated along these lines. 

President Nixon has said respecting the 
Impacted- area program what three Presi- 
dents before him have said — that It is in- 
equitable and a relatively ineffectual way of 
distributing federal aid to education. He Is 
undoubtedly right about that. Justified at 


the time of the Korean war as a form of 
emergency assistance to areas suddenly 
swollen by war Industry and defense instal- 
lations, its indefinite continuance has some 
of the familiar attributes of pork-barrel 
handouts. But the point about the im- 
pacted-area program Is that, for all its vari- 
ous flaws, it nonetheless represents a 
method of distributing federal funds to the 
schools and one that has a high degree of 
congressional support. It should therefore 
either be amended to make it more effec- 
tive and equitable or replaced by some pro- 
gram of a similar magnitude. 

tn his veto message. President Nixon was 
highly critical of the whole system of fed- 
eral aid to education. It Is, he said,, “much 
too Inflexible” and it “frustrates planning 
by local officials and the development of 
creative new programs.” He has promised 
to submit soon an education message pro- 
posing a new and searching look at the 
American school system. Well and good. 
But be needs to bear In mind that there Is 
not much time left for looking. The Ameri- 
can school system is decaying before his 
eyes; and the children dependent on that 
school system are irrevocably losing their 
only chance for the education, they need for 
the realization of their potentialities. We 
have paltered and procrastinated for far 
too long with the country's schools. Mr. 
Nixon has a chance to exploit his victory 
dynamically and constructively.

Contempt of Court 


Until this week American labor had never 
opposed a Supreme Court nominee on any 
basis other than his labor record. When 
the old American Federation of Labor 
mounted a successful campaign against 
President Hoover's designation of Judge 
John J. Parker 40 years ago, its objection 
to confirmation stemmed from the judge's 
decisions in cases involving unions. That 
was also the spur when George Meany tes- 
tified last year against President Nixon's 
nomination of Judge Clement F. Hayns- 
worth Jr. 

Now, for reasons that have no direct con- 
nection with labor, Mr. Meany has put the 
AFL-CIO on record against the confirmation 
of Judge G. Harrold Carswell. The federa- 
tion chief contends that the Carswell choice 
constitutes “a slap In the face to the na- 
tion's Negro citizens.'’ 

Skeptics may conclude that the primary 
motivation for the Meany move is a desire 
to defuse the anger felt by many civil rights 
organizations over the excluslonlst policies 
toward Negroes practiced by many construc- 
tion unions. The AFL-CIO head is himself 
the target of much of this anger for his 
leadership in the fight to block the admin- 


istration's "Philadelphia Plan” far faster 
admission of blacks to skilled building Jobs. 

Whatever Impact such considerations may 
have had on the Meany decision, it never- 
theless represents a welcome If belated 
broadening In the range of labor's approach 
to political affairs. Many hacks. Including 
some of decidedly reactionary stripe, have 
been able to count on solid labor support so 
long as they voted “right” on narrow labor 
matters. Labor and the country will be 
well served if the federation’s stand on 
Judge Carswell heralds a less sectarian view; 
in its future approach to politics. 

Given the utter lack of distinction that 
pervades the Carswell record, the AFL-CIO 
position contrasts favorably with that of 
the "union” representing the nation's law- 
yers. The American Bar Association, through 
its committee on the Federal Judiciary, has 
done little to enhance respect for its own 
standards In evaluating Supreme Court 
nominees by unanimously pronouncing 
Judge Carswell "qualified.” The more that 
Is disclosed about the nominee, the clearer 
It is that approval of his nomination comes 
close to contempt of (the Supreme) court.

conspiracies, and persons who 
commit a felony as “part of a 
pattern” of criminal conduct 
(which “pattern" may or may not 
Include misdemeanors, and may or 
may not be proven beyond a 
doubt). 

But no matter who these special 
offenders turn out to be, a judge 
could sentence one of them In r up 
to 30 years, regardless of toe pen- 
alty toe law sets for his specific 
offense; in making his deci- 
sion on whether a defendant Is 
such a dangerous special defender, 
the judge would not be limited to 
consideration of admissible evi- 
dence— he could take into account, 
for Instance, a confession obtained 
by coercion. If he failed to senr

T give your enemy a revolver, but I 
promise you that If he kills you I Shall never 
give It to him again.” This Is, in substance, 
what Premier Chaban-Delmas said about the 
Mirage sale. He showed the French where

Ulster’s Security Council

BELFAST, Jan. 29 (Reuters). — 
Northern Ireland's Prime Min- 
ister, M&J. James Chichester- 
Olark, held talks with security 
chief 8 here today after five nights 
of sectarian disorders in Belfast’s 
streets.

The move by the prime minister 
to solve Protestant -Catholic ten- 
sion at grass-roots level was seen 
here as an attempt to keep the 
tense situation, in the city from 
deteriorating into the serious riots 
whidh struck Belfast last summer. 

One result of the meeting was 
the placing of. a ban on sales of 
liquor here this weekend in a move 
to counteract mounting Protestant- 
Catholic tension. 

The move means all taverns will 
be closed throughout the weekend 
period. For .some time last year 
public houses were required to 
close early. 

The Security Committee also 
decided to extend the ban on pub- 
lic parades in the British province 
until Feb. . 5. 

The ban, imposed after last sum- 
mer’s rioting, was- due to expire at 
midnight on Saturday. 


The government is known to be 
worried about incidents in the 
fihftnirhfli Road area, scene of some 
of last summer ’s worst fighting, 
and the danger of violence escalat- 
ing over the weekend. 

British troops have had to stand 
between rival groups armed with 
sticks and bottles in repeated early- 
morning incidents near the street, 
and last night a police officer was 
struck by a brick.

Baffling Waves of Gravity 
From the Milky Way Reported 


By Walter 

CHICAGO, Jan. 20 CNtD.— A 
report of Intense gravity waves, ap- 
parently Homing from thp wit h of 
the Milky Way, is so contrary to 
physical theory and present know- 
ledge of toe universe that theorists 
have found it hard to believe. 

Yet there is widespread agree- 
ment that the observations, in 
which 200 "significant events 1 ' have 

been seen during the last six 

months, seem, valid. 

The findings, reported here yes- 
terday by Joseph Weber of the 
University of Maryland, "are ut- 
terly wild,” Kip S. Thome of the 
Califo rnia institute of Technology 
said in trying to explain them. 

He and Mr. Weber addressed 
members of the American Physical 
Society and the American Associa- 
tion of Physics Teachers at a joint 
meeting here. 

About two-thirds of the gravity- 
wave events were recorded when 
the detection system, was oriented 
toward the center of the galaxy. 
Esther upward or downward 
through the earth, they be 

detectable both from the sky and 
from below. 

The existence of gravity waves 
was implied by Einstein’s theories 
of relativity. They would be ra- 
diated, for example, by massive 
objects circling one another or In 
uMifflation. However, their obser- 
vation would be extremely diffi- 
cult. 

Mr. Weber has been trying to ob- 
serve th em for about ten years and 
his report of success last June was 
received with a certain amount of 
skepticism. It was not evident 
then that the signals might be com- 
ing from t>>«» c girto r of the galaxy. 

What troubles the theorists is 
fchft enormous amount of energy 
required, according to currently 
known physical laws, to account for 
each observed gravity-wave event. 
The almost daily frequency of those 
events is particularly troublesome. 

TO generate such an event at the

center of the galaxy irould require 
a release of energy equivalent to 
an atomic explosion in which twice 
the mass of the sun was complete- 
ly converted into energy. The more 
powerful events. Observed about 
twice a year, would require ten 
times that much energy. 

If material in the core of the 
! spiral star system— of which the 
sun and earth are a part— was 
burning up at that rate, one would 
{expect Twthteg to be left. But in 
recent years there has been a grow- 
ling suspicion that physical pro- 
cesses unknown to science may be 
taking place in galactic cores. 

1,000 Abortions 
A Week in Britain 

LONDON. Jan. 29 (AP).— MOre 
than 1,000 legal abortions have 
bees performed each week In 
Britain since the relaxation of 
restrictions nearly two years ago, 
health authorities said yesterday. 

The Ministry of Health announc- 
ed that 6,001 legal abortions were 
carried out in the five-week 
period ending Dec. 30. This meant 
that more than 54,000 were carried, 
out last year and 76,413 since the 
easing of the abortion laws in 
April, 1968. 

More thHW 1,300 of the total 
were performed on girls under the 
age of 15. 

Of the five-week total. 3,677 
were In National Health Service 
hospitals, 2,311 in approved cHnics 
and 13 in "other places" which 
were not further identified. 


Apollo Lunar Sample 
May Go to Red Scientist

The Dow industrials, which had 
climbed to nearly the 1,000 mark 
in early 1966, are now poised to 
test the bear-market dosing low 
of 74452 on Oct. 7 of that mem- 
orable year. Today’s close actually 
brought the key market barometer 
bock to its level of late 1963. 

Repeating the dreary pattern of 
recent sessions, stocks of many in- 
dustrial . giants sagged to multa- 

yea» lows. General Motors, the 
world’s largest manufacturer, join- 
ed this list as it fell 7/8 to 64 5/8, 
Its lowest since 1963. GM sold at 
a high of 113 3/4 in 1965. 

Volume Picks Up 

Volume on the New York Stock 
Exchange picked up from its recent 
sluggish pace, rising to 1251 mil- 
lion shares from the previous ses- 
sion’s ! 10.51 million shares. 

Broad market statistics were 
somewhat chilling. Not a single 
stock traded at a new 1969-70 
high, while 245 issues sold at new 
lows. 

Meanwhile, there were 1.071 de- 
clines and only 275 advances. 

The news budget. Including lower 
corporate earnings and auto-indus- 
try cutbacks, continued to nurture 
the persistent sell-off in stocks. 

Even the latest dispatches on the 
Vietnam conflict added to the 
market’s uncertainty. The Paris 
peace talks saw more wrangling 


with ptainiR by Hanoi that the 
United States had resumed the 
air war over North Vietnam. How- 
ever, Washington emphasized that 
it had not resumed regular bomb- 
ing of North Vietnam. 

On wall Street, a veteran ana- 
lyst described the market’s mood 
as "99 percent gloomy with the 
other 1 percent sitting tight.” 

The prospect of further equity 
firemHng which promises to soak 
up investment funds, added to the 
burden of market wearies. Some 
companies are turning to stock 
financing in a period of record 
borrowing rates. 

Jersey Standard, selling at a 
new low since the 1962 break, 
dropped 1 1/4 to 56 7/8. Jersey 
disclosed plans to offer new capital 
stock to shareowners. 

Occidental Petroleum and Gulf 
Oil, both at the top of the active 
roster, set new lows for the last 
year. Oxy fell 1 1/2 to 20 and 
Gulf declined 3-4 to 25 3/8. 

Some computer Issues took large 
losses in active trading. Control 
Data ««ic 6 3. '8 to 85 and National 
Cash Register toppled 12 to 140 1 -2. 

The influence of favorable earn- 
ings also was noticeable as Itek 
gained 4 5/8 to 78 7/8. The com- 
pany had fourth-quarter per share 
earnin gs of 69 cents against one 
cent a year ago. 


More Steel Price Increases 
Seen Fueling U.S. Inflation 


NEW YORK. Jan. 29 (Special).— 
Rising consumer prices, one of the 
mare obvious manifestations of in- 
flation, are going to continue their 
upward trek in the United States. 

This became a certainty today 
when UJ3. Steel Corp., the nation's 
largest steelmaker, said it is raising 
prices on a number of products 
used in the manufacture of auto- 
mobiles, appliances P r) ^ machinery. 
In the past, such increases have 
been passed on to the consumer. 

Other steel firms have announc- 
ed similar increases. The com- 
panies have cited profit squeezes 
caused by boosts in wage and raw 
material costs as reasons for the 
price iTMTp w ffi - 

The Nixon administration, whose 
major stated goal is to end the 
current inflationary spiral, has so 
far not reacted to the steel hikes. 

Price moves in steel, the basic 
building block of industry, have 
wide T aTniftfutinim throughout the 
economy. In the previous Kennedy 
and Johnson «/ftn ivnc *r ftt.faTM , public 
confrontations forced the steel com- 
panies to reconsider moves to raise 
prices. 

Products Involved 

The products involved in today's 
move— hot rolled, cold rolled and 
coated sheets— account for about 
36 percent of total industry ship- 
ments. 

Although other producers had 


raised prices on these products over 
the past week, the UJS. Steel 
move is expected to ensure that 
the hikes stick. 

UJ3. Steel said the new prices 
would go into effect Feb. 1. The 
giant steelmaker said it was raising 
the price of hot rolled sheets and 
strips $4 a ton, cold rolled sheets 
$5 a ton and coated sheets $6 a 
ton. it said the coated sheets 
included galvanized and aluminum 
coats. 

Armco. Jones and Laughlin, 
Bethlehem Republic Steel have 
already announced increases. 

Ea-yUm- this week, UB. Steel re- 
ported a 14 percent drop in 2969 
profit, despite a 45 percent jump 
in sales. Bethlehem and Republic, 
the second and third largest UJS. 
producers, have reported record 
1969 mips but only slight improve- 
ment in their earnings, and Janes 
and Laughlin, today reported a 20 
percent drop in 1969 earnings. 

The UJ3. Steel move was the 
culmination of an industry trend 
which has seen prices lifted on over 
half the industry's products. 

Within the past week or so. many 
producers, UB. Steel included, have 
raised prices on carbon steel plates 
and structural shapes used in the 
construction industry. 

These account for about another 
15 percent of total industry ship- 
ments. and the price Increases 
averaged about 5 percent.

South opened with one no* 
trump, holding an 18-point max- 
imum for the bid, and his part- 
ner showed excessive optimism 
in jumping to three no-trump. 
However, the same contract 
would no doubt have been 
reached if North had steered 
a steadier course by raising to 
two no-tramp or by bidding 
two dubs, Stayman. followed by 
a heart bid. 

A club lead would have 
defeated the contract, but there 
was little to choose between the 
minor suits. West led the dia- 
mond four, perhaps because the 
suit was “stronger." and South 
was ahifl to win with the jack. 

The declarer began to estab- 
lish hearts by leading the queen, 
which West took with the king. 
Diamonds were clearly a hope- 
less proposition, but West found 
tbe winning shift by leading 
the club deuce. 

The defense was now in .a 
position to develop clu b* , mak- 
ing three tricks in that suit and 
two hearts before South could 
get close to nine tricks. But 
when East played the club ace 
South successfully confused the 
issue by dropping the dub king. 

East thought he knew what 
this meant. It was “obvious" 
that South held both king and 
queen of dubs and was un- 
blocking to preserve a dub en- 
try to the dummy. So Bast 
returned the diamond ’five, hop- 
ing that his partner held a 
five-card suit that could be 
developed. 

Sooth won with the d i a mond 
ace. drove out the heart ace 
and made nine tricks, with 
three spades, three hearts and 
three diamonds. He did not need 
a club trick. 

East might have hit on the 


right defense if he had con- 
sidered that his partner had led 
the club deuc& With a worth- 
less V oiding West would have 
led a bi ghw spot card. How- 
ever, this does not detract from 
South’s play of the club king, a 
b rilliant piece of misinformation 
by a specialist in information.

ECONOMIC theorists are re- 
luctant imperialists. While 


whispering themselves, 

and to ' their students, that

Even John Kenneth 
Galbraith’s important work, 
“The Affluent Society.” emerges 
more as a set of brilliant obiter

Staffan Linder's new book, 
“The Harried Leisure Class," is 
a refreshing, blatantly imperial- 
istic exploration of the social 
an d cultural implications of a 
single economic problem, the ' 
increasing scarcity of time rela- 
tive to goods. It win be roundly 
attacked by non-economists for 
the casual empiricism which 
purports to document Its con- 
clusions. It is, nevertheless, an 
extremely imp ortant book, 
providing a general framework 
for thinking about para-eco- 
nomic life; It suggests insights 
into behavior which will 
fascinate, startle, and perhaps 
anger the reader. 

The basic theory, which was 
developed independently by 
Gary Becker in 1965, is dis- 
armingly simple. As economic 
growth proceeds through 
increases in productivity, con- 
sumption goods are spewed forth 
in abundance while the supply 
of time remains fixed. But 
time is required not only for 
the production of goods, but also 
for their maintenance and, 
especially, their enjoyment. 

At low levels of productivity in 
low-income countries, goods are 
relatively scarce and time for 
their maintenance and enjoy- 
ment is plentiful. But as the 
supply of goods per capita rises, 
time becomes relatively scarce, 
and tbe harried consumer is 
driven into a hectic, but ulti- 
mately fruitless, series of be- 
havioral adjustments to real- 
locate expensive time among 
competing uses. The “under- 
developed" culture of time-sur- 
plus evolves into a “developed" 
culture of time-famine. 

The implications for the clas- 
sical-liberal view of economic 
progress are profound. While 
the liberal tradition has seen 
productivity increases as a 
mwins of liberating time (and 
therefore man) from labor for 
“thne-lntemdve" meditative and 
cultural pursuits, inhabitants of 
the time-famine culture find 
themselves compelled by the 
laws of rational choice to de- 
vote increasing amounts of time 
to “goods-intensive ’ ’ activities. 

The economic heaven at the 
end of tbe road is short on 
cherubic choirs and Grecian 
urns, but contains “an Infinite 
volume of consumption goods, 
which pleasure-hungry angels 
will feverishly try to exploit 
during the limited time at their 
disposal per day.” It is a heaven 
where time-consuming children 
are farmed out of the family 
and attention-demanding elders 
efficiently disposed of. like the 
throw-away bottle or the three- 
year-old car.

Seattle Group

BERKELEY, Calif- Jan. 29 
(AP).— The next chapter in the 
continuing saga of the Beattie 
Pilots will be written Feb. 6 at ft 
location yet to be made known. 

The American League baseball 
club, which has seen deadlines 
come and go. was given nine more 
days — to within two weeks of the 
opening of spring training— to 
find enough cash to keep it In 
Seattle. 

A business group, headed by 
hotel executive Edward Carlson, 
was handed that deadline here 
yesterday by league owners as 
representatives of Dallas-Fort 
Worth and Milwaukee stood by 
ready to step in If Seattle con- 
ceded defeat. 

League president Joe Cronin an- 
nounced that toe meetings had 
been recessed In order to give 
Carlson more time to arrange for 
the financing that would allow 
bis group to buy the Pilots for $9 
million. 

Cronin declined to say when or 
where the next meeting would be 
held, but Carlson confirmed the 
Feb. 6 date. 

"I would say that’s encourag- 
ing.” Carlson said of the deadline. 
“We told toe owners we thought 
we could get toe money. There’s a 
bell of a lot of work to be done.” 
On Monday, it was announced 
1 the present owners of the Pilots, 

; headed by Cleveland businessman 
1 wmiazn Daley, lowered their 
price from $102 minion to $9 mil- 
lion. Daley would retain 25 percent

Authorities, how- 
ever, believe firmly in the ef- 
ficacy of making examples, 
from time to time, of persons 
chosen more or less at ran- 
dom. 

In fact, when these people 
announce that they have 
chosen yon to make an ex- 
ample of, the announcement 
often suggests Implicitly that 
you should feel honored.

Well, very few of us are ever 
grateful about being made an 
example of. of course, but that 
rarely prevents schoolteachers, 
judges, military officers and 
other habitual example-makers 
from committing us to social 
uplift In spite of ourselves. 

Whether any social uplift ac- 
tually occurs is doubtful. Some 
years ago when gum chewing 
was still most gravely frowned 
upon in the public-school sys- 
tem. certain teachers dealt with 
violators by requiring them to 
stick the offending gum on the 
tips of their noses and wear It 
about the schoolhouse during 
the day. 

This was making an example 
of corrupting gum c hewers. “All 
right.

This fellow, roaring along the 
turnpike at ten miles an hour 
over the speed limit, like every- 
one else, is singled out by the 
unmarked police car, hnafleri 
into the J. P., and fined $50 
with the explanation that traffic 
is moving too fast on that turn- 
pike out there and the troopers 
have to make. a few arrests now 
and then to serve as an example 
to the rest of the traffic. 

"Why me?" he cries silently. 
“What is traffic to me that I 
should shell out $50 to set It 
a better example?” 

Those Egyptian soldiers must 
have died with the same ques- 
tion.

Lord Selkirk 
consider ed that reply a bit 
eni gmatic, "is that Intended to 
be vague or is the term intend- 
ed to convey a precise mean- 
ing of what the temperature is 
going, to be?” he asked. Lord 
Winterbottom, perceiving the 
heart of the matter, answered 
straightaway. “The difficulty,” 
he said, “is Homing what is 
meant by mild and cold. ' A 
temperature in winter of two or 
three degrees centigrade (28-28 
degrees Fahrenheit) and above' 
is regarded as mild and two or 
three degrees below that is 
regarded as cold. That is the 
best I can do.” Lord Conesford, 
a Tory, was still not quite blear 
on the matter. "Why is it,” 
he queried, “that the occurrence 
of cold weather in winter 
inevitably fills every nationalized 
industry with surprise?" Lord 
Winterbottom remained silent.
